Again voleing his singere helicf 
in the yitimate destiny of Canada, 
Mr, Beatty emphasized the neces- 
sity of a mutual understanding 
between all sections of the coun- 
try, and insisted that should this 
objective be achieved, the unified 
effort of all citizens would go far 
toward solving problems which 
now threaten the integrity of the 
Btate, Ran 

In the light of this argument 
Mr. Beatty felt that he had every 
right to discuss the tariff, citing 
the fact that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway was most deeidedly sus- 
ceptible to the effects of unstable 
tariff conditions. “Give me a 
tariff policy advantageous to the 

anadian- National

vens, The Canadian tariff should 
be one which would keep our in- 
ternal and external trade com 
bined at a maximum.

wf the ‘two mote important Am- 
rican Republics, namely the 

Inited States and the Argentine, 
pow paid that he wuld jike io 
see the preparation of a ‘jariff 
balance sheet which would give 
an analysis of the effect of the 
tariff on the total income and 
purchasing power of the Canadian 
people, and urged that in view of 
the preseht position of capital 
ond Jabor, an examination of the 
economic soundness of our tariff 

olicy should look to future im- 
Hroveent rather than to drastic 

tteinpts to gorréct past errors. 

Pmphasizing that agriculture 

was the primary industry, and 
yoicing his appreciation that 
pgriculture jn Western Canada 
qwas passing through a period of 
preat difficulty, Mr, Beatty paid 
that Goyernmenta] assistance and 
that of priyate business jnstitu- 
tions had on the whole, been con- 
struetive, 
“I may say,” he added, “without 
boasting, that the emergency re- 
ductions in freight rates -volun- 
arily made by the Canadian 
-acifig Railway for farm felief 
uring the past five years repre- 
sent a loss in income to us of at 
Jeast $3,000,000," 

There were two necessary 
measures looking toward perma- 
nent recovery, First there was 
what the farmer could do and 
was doing for himself, to make 
the farm home largely self-sup- 
porting through the use of better 
seed, improved methods, and the 
expansion of liye-stock opeya- 
tions, Secondly there was what 
pthers could do to help Western 
egriculture. The capital invested 
jn the farms of Canada must ye- 
eive returns jf any important 
flock of capital was to be regard- 
ed as safe. Other labor could not 
hope for the permanence of @ 
Jeyel of wages too high above the 
earnings of labor on the land. 
Mr, Beatty expressed unswerving 
confidence that private business

render material assistance to

was not as cheap as it seemed to 
be, or as it should be. Two cur- 
rent suggestions for improve- 
ment in operating efficiency 
were, first, the adoption of mod- 
ernistic equipment, and secondly, 
a drastic reduction in wages, 
Owing to the huge jnyestment in 
existing equipment, and the dif- 


h.|ficulty of finding capital to finan- 


ce new equipment, he indicated 
that progress along the lines of 
the first suggestion would of 


necessity be slow. 

Mr. tty argued strongly 
against wages, and point- 
ed out t railway employ 
spent wages ag wel 
them. ‘He felt that railway as 


well as other wages were put of 
line with the returns to the farm- 
ers for their lahoy, but emphasiz= 
ed hig pelief that the remedy 
lay in an increase in the farmers’ 
earnings rather than a lowering 
of the standard of living among 
railway workers. . 

Another suggested solution was 

the proposal to increase freight 
rates, ‘The freight rate trend was 
downward, and Mr, Beatty yould 
greatly ‘regret ‘iq see an increase 
in pates until everything possible 
was done to eliminate waste. 
. The argument that there was no 
avaste in transportation and all 
that the country needed to do was 
to await the return of prosperity 
was not, Mr. Beatty considered, 
ound. festoration of business 
to the high levels of 1925-1929, 
rould reine be “gers Hea- 
4 » put only as a 
taf Rational industry and 
thriff, .. 

Mr, Beatty replied to argu- 
ments that under his unification 
proposal the Canadian Pacific 
would take over the assets of the 
Canadian National while the liab- 
ilities would be left to the Gov- 
ernment, - 

“Unified management will do 
nothing of the kind, The physical 
asseys of the Canadian Nationa 
will remaih the property of its 
owners,” Similarly the liabilities 
of the Canadian National must 
remain the respansjbility of the 
yovernment and the liabilities of 
the Canadian Pacific must remain 
that of jig pwners, However, If 
the assets of both companies are 
administered by a unified man- 
agement an end will be put to 
the wuste of competition and the 
owners of the Canadian National 
will receive more money with 
which to meet their obligations.” 

The fact that only 2% of’ the 
excessiva Webi of lhe Canadian 
National Railways was due to the 
errors of private capitalists, or 
any arguments dealjpg with 
erpoyg githen private er Govern- 
menial would not help the situa- 
tion of today. Interest eharges

“What 7 re Actual Nesde? 


Listening to a discussion the other hp other Gay Gi on quotas and schedules adopted 
by governmental authorities as a guidance to those entrusted with the 
heavy and extremely difficult task of dealing with the cases of people who 
at this time are compelled to look to governments for the bare necessities 
of life, the question was forced upon our attention: What do we actually 
need? 

There are an enormous and varied number of things we want, and our 
wants differ as greatly as our individualities differ, but when it comes down 
to a definite listing of the things we actually need not only to sustain life, 
but to make life really worth living, the number and variety of such needs 
is comparatively small. 

People to-day list as needs scores of things which less than a genera- 
tion ago were not even in existence, or so little known and in use as to be 
regarded as very great luxuries. For example, unemployed people living in 
our cities and, through no fault of their own compelled te accept municipal 
and government help, look upon the provision of electric light as an abso- 
lute necessity, and would consider it a great hardship if they were asked to 
resort to candles, or even the old kerosene lamp, as a means of illumination. 
Yet their parents got along very well with kerosene lamps and their grand- 
parents and great-grandparents did not feel they suffered any great hard- 
ship because they had nothing but candlelight. And throughout the length 
and breadth of rural western Canada to-day hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple get along very well with kerosene lamps. But in our cities people now 
list electric light as an absolute need. 

Casting our memories back to boyhood days, thirty, forty, fifty years 
ago, we recall that our clothing and food requirements, our actual needs, 
were small and inexpensive compared with what we list as needs now. As 
a matter of fact, many of our so-called present day needs are not needs at 
all, and if our environment was shifted, we would not regard them as needs. 
Hundreds of people go camping every year, leave what we term “civiliza- 
tion” -and go off into the wilds, and put up with conditions of living, and 
go without scores of things,—and enjoy doing so,—which at home they in- 
sist upon having as actual needs. 

Life, and real living, does not consist in the abundance and variety of 
the material things we may possess. The pioneer lacked most of the things 
now listed as absolute necessities, yet they enjoyed good health, were happy, 
and found life well worth the living. They built homes, reared families of 
sturdy children, saw beauty in their surroundings, and developed character. 
Their needs were few and inexpensive. And they built nations. 

These years of depression are developing two types of people. Out of 
one group men and women are emerging with stronger, finer characters. 


They are more self-reliant, with hampering superficialities burned away like 
so much dross, with the result that with the passing of the depression they 
will be the strong men and women who will take the leadership in this 
world, and who, out of the experiences of these years, will profit through- 
out the years to come. The other group consist of those who have been 
ontent to drift with the tide, to regard themselves as the sole victims of 
circumstance, ready to sit with folded hands and let others not merely pro- 
vide them with actual needs, but who demand that these others shall fur- 
ther burden themselves in order that they may be supplied with things they 
want over and above their needs, With the passing of the depression, mem- 
bers of this second group will find themselves unequipped and incapable of 
making that provision for themselves which they will then be called upon 
to make. 

People in this second group are ruining their own lives and jeopardizing 
their whole future... Before it is everlastingly too late they should take stock 
of themselves: The State must and will provide all people with actual 
needs of subsistence, including shelter, food and clothing when because of 
the vagaries of nature, or the inability to secure employment, these people 
cannot supply their own needs. But desires and wants must not be confused 
with needs. And the fact that the day is coming when all people will have 


to make provision for their own needs, as well as to gratify their desires 
and wants, should not be lost sight of. 

It would be well, therefore, for all people to give serious consideration 
to what are needs and govern their demands upon their fellow citizens, as 
mapvanented at the State, pi

The Roots of the Wheat Plant 


The roots of the wheat plant usually penetrate into the 
soil for a depth of 5 to 6 feet with a great mass of 
rooting material. This marvellous root system com- 
pisvels, exhausts all the moisture that the soil will give 
up for a depth of 5 or 6 feet by harvest time. The roots transform into 
wheat all the moisture and plant food that is available. It takes between 
30 and 60 tons of water to make each bushel of wheat, or from 1,000 
to 2,000 pounds of water for each pound of wheat. The yield is usually 
in proportion to the amount of moisture that falls and can be conserved 
in the soil. The University of Saskatchewan has dug up a wheat plant 
with all its roots.
